Change of Ward Lines Will Bring 
About Quite an Up- 
heaval

JOHNSON OR BARNES WiLL 
{EVE THE POLICE BOARD 


Nearly Every Board in the City 
Will Be Affected --- Council 
Must Say Which Member 
Shall Retire --- Matter Is Al- 
ready Causing Much Specu- 
lation and Some Worry. 


Because of the change in the ward 
lines which goes into effect January 
1, of next year, there will have to be 
ar. upheaval in nearly every city 
board in Atlanta. 

The general council will be called 
‘upon to oust a member of each board, 
and there comes the rub. Which shall 
it be? It will be far more difficult 
than any election, asit will be a choice 
between two men who are already in 
office. 

The question was sprung for the 
first time yesterday by Councilman 
Steve Johnston, and when it was re- 
ferred to the city attorney he held 
that certain members of the city 
boards must be ousted by council 
when it mitets on the first Monday in 
January. 

First and foremost the council must 
sav which shall be ousted from the 
police board, George E. Johnston or 
J. Lee Barnes. 

This ll be due to the change of 
lires between the fifth and sixth 
wards, both Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Bernes becoming residents of the new 
Sixth ward. The law is that no two 
members of a board: shall reside in 
the same ward, and the charter amend- 
ment changing the ward lines made no 
provision about excepting board mem-, 
ders. 

Come of Changes.: 

In the other boards the choice must 
be as follows: 

In the board of education: Frank 
‘Orme, from the fifth ward. and T. D. 
Meadog, from the sixth ward. 

In the board of health: M. C. Strick- 
land, of the fifth ward and Dr:: 
T. C. Longino, of the sixth ward. 

_ Amang Grady hospital trustees: R. N. 
Fickett, of the fifth ward, and J. W. 
English, Jr., of the sixth ward. 

Among the ward physicians: Dr. C. 
W Miller, of the fifth ward, and Dr. 
J. G. Wilkins, of the sixth ward. 

On the park commission: R. M. Har- 
well, of the fifth ward, and George E. 
Eubanks, of the sixth ward.: 

Library trustees’ K. G. Matheson. of 
the fifth ward, and J. R. Nutting, of 
the sixth ward. 

It is probable that there may be 
changes made on the boards because of 
the. changes of other ward lines, but 
these have not yet been determined 
upon by the city officials. 

That the selection of one member of 
a board and the ousting of another is 
going to precipitate a lively time in 
counci) is admitted by a)l the memb

What Charter Amendment Says. 

The section of the charter amend- 
ment under which the city attorney 
reached his opinion is as follows: 

Section 3. That the mayor and - 
eral council of the city of Atinnte 
Shall, during the year 1909. redistrict 
the territory covered by the old as 
well as the new limits of the city, be- 
ing the territory within the limits as 

rescribed by his act, and divide same 
into wards, and not exceeding ten, 
having reference to population and 
territory, in order that all sections of 
the city may be fairly represented in 
the general council, and each of the 
wards as so arranged shall be entitled 
to one alderman and two councilmen, 
and likewise shall be entitled to repre- 
sentation on boards, and commissions 
of the city, as the present and future 
ordinances may provide, said mayor 
and genePfal council are hereby author- 
ized to provide, by ordinance, for all 
changes necessary to readjust the city 
to the new limits for all the purposes 
of fire, sanitation, schools and any 
and all other public purposes, served 
or to be served by the city of Atlanta.

WILL BE READ TODAY 


Bailey Shocked the Senate by 
Urging Night Sessions of That 
Body --- Speaker Cannon Ap- 
plauded When He Entered 
House --- Crowds: Filled Gal- 
leries to Watch Ceremonies. 


Washington, Decefnber 6.—The two 
houses of congress convened today 
for the first regular session of the 
sixty-first congress, but the day’s pro- 
ceedings were in great part of a social 
nature and practically no business was 
transacted, 

Brief as was the senate’s thirteen- 
minute session, it was enlivened by 
an unsuccessful effort on the part 
of Senator Bailey to defeat the pas- 
sage of the usual resolution that the 
daily sessions begin at noon, suggest- 
ing that the senate should convene 
instead at 2 o’clock. Mr. Bailey said 
he would like to see the senate hold 
night sessions in order that senators 
might devote the day to individual 
business. No objection was. offered 
when a similar resolution was intro- 
duced in the house. 

A joint committee was named by 
both houses to wait upon the presi- 
dent and to inform him that congress 
was in session and ready for any busi- 
ness he might wish to lay before it. 

Taft’s Message Today, 

The president's ,response will ‘con- 
stitute his annual message, the read- 
ing of which will consume practi- 
cally all of tomorrow's: sessions of 
the two houses. ®: 

The house session continued forty 
minutes, dufting Which W. W. Me- 
Credie, the new ‘representative from 
the second Washington district, who 
succeeds the late Francis W. Cushman, 
was sworn in. The greater part of 
the session was taken up by the roll- 
call. Although only 341 members 
responded to their names, almost a 
full membership appeared on the 
house floor, and there were few 
among them th&t did not have one or 
more- bills to offer. These included 
one by Representative Garner (Pa.) 
for an investigation by congress of 
the entire customs service, particular- 
ly in regard to sugar frauds recently 
brought to light; one by Representa- 
tive Hitchcock (Neb.) for the estab- 
lishment of postal savings banks; one 
by Representative Mann (Ill.) for fed- 
eral regulation of the “white slave 
trade;” and another by Mr. Mann for 
the free admission of wood pulp, and 
one by Representative Hamilton 
(Mich.) to grant statehood to New 
Mexico and Arizona. .

Washington, December 6.—‘“A great- 
er nation will come into being through 
a greater south.” This is the slogan 
of the Southern.Commercial Congress, 
which convened here today for a three 
days’ sessian. The congress has an- 
noun@ed that it hag two objects—to 
hasten a clearer self-knowledge 
throughout the whole south, and to 
compel the balance of the United States 
and of the world to set a correct valu- 
ation upon the south as a region of op- 


portunity. 

The stake involved is declared to 
be the greatest in the commercial his- 
tory of the United States, and it will be 
the purpose of the congress to amal- 
gamate all interests and to inculcate 
into the minds of the representatives 
from the southern states the great im- 
portance of harmonious action that the 
opportunities for profitable investment 
in the south may be brought to the no- 
tice of the whole* world. Attention is 
called to the southward rush that is 
expected to follow the opening of the 
Panama canal and to the importance 
of preparedness for the southward 
swing of commerce. 


Secretary Nagel Presides. 


The opening session today”was pre- 
sided oved by Secretary Nagel,.ef the 
department of commieree ana labor. 
Among the distinguished visitors pres- 
ent were Ambassador Bryce, of Great 
Britain, and Ambassador Jusserand, of 
France; also Thomas L. Field, of Lon- 
don, who: spoke on the subject of “Op- 
portunity for Southern Propaganda in 
the British Isles and Europe.” The in- 
troductory address was made by John 
M. Parker, president of the Southern 
Commercial Congress. 

Secretary Nagel, in his address, 
urged that the states go as far aS pos- 
sible in the development of their own 
resources and then call upon the na- 
tional government for aid. He assured 
the assemblage that it would ‘be his 
pleasure to give whatever help in that 
direction that might be within his 
power. 

President Parker, in his address, flat- 
ly opposed indiscriminate immigration. 
He showed that the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress was for the hastened 
development of the south along lines 
that aimed at national strength and 
national weakness, , 


Bryce and Jusserand Speak. 


‘Ambassadors Bryce and Jusserand 
‘each made a brief address and both 
were loudly applauded. Mr. Bryce 
spoke of the great importance of co- 
operation between the railroads and 
the farmers of the south, and the need 
of increased transportation facilities. 
He said that from his observations 


large touring car and to the best of 


there need be no apprehension of any 
political conditions arising which will 
hamper the south. 

With reference to the negro, the 
ambassador said that it was the opin- 
ion of the best minds he had met in 
the south that the education of the 
negroes for economical purposes was 
one of the best things for that section, 
and that it was important that they 
be educated in habits of industry. 

Mr. Jusserand told the congress that 
the future of tke south was in the 
hands of the southerners. He spoke of 
his visits to the south and how he was 
impressed with the natural resources, 
remarking that the problem of the 
south could be solved because of the 
wealth of these resources. He pald a 
high tribute to the geniality, hospital- 
ity and high-mindedness of the south- 
ern people. ui 


European Money for South. 


Mr. Field, although designated as 
from London; is a native of North Car- 
olina, and in his address said he was 
known in. the British capital as a 
staunch American from the south. He 
pointed out the possibilities for attract- 
ing EurOpean money to the south, and 
declared he was confident that there 
rarely has been a time when English 
capital was more unsettled at home, 
and more inclined*to seek employment 
in other countries where conditions are 
secure f&nd investments satisfactory. 
Mr. Field also was of the opinion that 
there was a great many Englishmen of 
some means dissatisfied with conditions 
at home who could not be induced to 
avall themselves of opportunities in the 
south. The speaker dwelt at length 
upon the vast quantity of cotton pro- 
duced in the south and of its important 
relation to the commerfce of the world. 


Secretary Dickinson te Aid. 


At the afternoon session, the first 
speaker was Secretary of Wark Dick- 
inson. He spoke of the resources of 
the south and paid tribute to the south- 
ern states, and promised his aid in 
every possihle way in promoting the 
advancement of the commerce of these 
states. 

G. Grosvenor Dawe followed with 
followed with an address on the op- 
of the south. He pointed out the many 
natural gateways in the south for 
commerce from foreign ports to the

Aviator Fell to DeathFrom 
a High Altitude. 


In Aeroplane of His Own In- 
‘vention, Handsome - Fernan- 
dez Rose but Soon Fell to 
Death---His Head Was Driven 
Into the Ground. : 


Nice, France, December 6.—Antonio 
Fernandez, an aviator, met death to- 
day while flying for the first time ins 
an aeroplane 6f his own invention at 
the aerodrome near the mouth of the 
Var. 

The accident appears to have been 
due mainly to the inexperience and 
recklessness of the aviator, who, im- 
patient at the delay and not heeding 
the expostulations of his mechanician, 
patched up a defective part of the ma- 
chine by binding it with common 
twine. 

The aeroplane sailed off gracefully, 
amid'the cheers of the spectators, and 
the inventor’s hopes seemed to be ful- 
filled when, after going 200 meters 
and gradually rising, the aviator at- 
tempted to make a turn too. sharply 
and the machine tipped over in the 
twinkling of an eye, 

Fernandez was hurled headlong to 
the ground, striking with ‘terrific 
force, with the wreck of his aeroplane 
on top of him. Willing hands lifted 
the mass of debris, and the aviator 
was found crushed beneath the mo- 
tor, his head having been driven-into 
the soft earth by the impact. 

The victim took up aviation quite 
recently, devoting all of his time to it. 
He was convinced that his machine, 
which resembled both the Wright and 
the Curtiss machines, was absoluteiy 
superior ta any other. 
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and in this connection presented an 
array of statistics.

Illinois Officer LosesPlace 
Because of Mob. 


Governor Deneen, in Refusing 
to Reinstate the Cairo Sheriff, 
Says Latter Did Not Do All 
in His Power to Protect the 
Prisoners.

Springfield, Ills.. December 6.—Late 
tonight Governor Deneen denied the 
petition of Frank E. Davis for rein- 
statement as sheriff of Alexander coun- 
ty. It was Sheriff Davis from whom 
the Cairo, Illinois, mob took William 
James, colored,:and Henry Salzner, 
white, and lynched them on the night 
of November 11, last. 

After reviewing the lynching in de- 
tail, the governor, tn a voluminous 
Statement, submits evidence that Sher- 
iff Davis did not do all in his power 
to protect. the _ prisoners by having 
made no forcible resistance, and on 
this ground the petition for reinstate- 
ment is dented. 

In conclusion the governor declares: 

“Mob violence has no place in Illinois. 
It is denounced in every line of the 
constitution and in every ’statgite. In- 
stead of breeding respect for law, it 
breeds contempt. When such mob yvio- 
lence threatens the life of a: prisoner 
in the cystody of the sheriff, the law 
has charged the sheriff, under the pen- 
ality of forfefture of his office, to use 
the utmost human endeavor to protect 
the life of his prisoner. The law may 


be severe: whether severe or not it 
must, be enforced.”

in Conduct of Phenix In- 
surance Company, 


PRESIDENT USED ASSETS  - 
IN SPECULATIVE DEALS 


The Directors Are Also Cen- 
sured --- It Is Said Irregulari- 
ti¢s Have Been Going On for. 
Years---President Sheldon Has 
Been Removed~-Criminal Ac- 
tion Is Likely to Result.

New York, December 6.—The’ Phenix 
Insurance Company of Brooklyn is 
under investigation for irregularities, 
which; it is believed, have impaired 
dts surplus at least $1,000,000. A 
stategient concerning the conditions 
was‘lald by Superintendent Hotdchkiss, 
of the state insurance department, be- 
fore the district attorney today for 
possible criminal action, 

It is charged that the president has 
overdrawn his salry, that he has un- 
loaded’ doubtful securities on the com- 
pany and that he has used the com- 
pany’s assets as collateral to secure 
his own personal speculative accounts. 
> The directors come in for a share of 
censure. 

In a formal statement issued tonight 
Mr. Hotchkiss says he does not be- 
lieve the capital of the company tis 
impaired and that thus far there ts 
no evidence that its securities are not 
intact, but he admits that the presenc 
investigation is unfinished. 

ANeged False Satements. 

George P. Sheldon, member of many 
clubs, and who, as chairman of the 
flaws and legal committee of the na- 
tional board of fire underwriters, is 
one of the best known insurance men 
in the country, has been president of 
the Phenix since 1887. It is said that 
under his administration the annual 
reports of. the company made to the 
insurance department during at least 
the last ten years, and probably 
longer, are false in more than one 
‘particular. ‘ 

Under the law, the insurance de- 
partment is required to examine into 
the condition of all life insurance 
companies at least once In every three 
years. 

He advocates an increase in the ex- 
amining -force in order that all insur- 
ance corporations other than life com- 
panies mdy be examined at least once 
every five years. Mr. Hotchkiss says 
the Phenix company, which is a fire 
concern, had not been examined #or 
nearly twenty-two years. 

The insurance depaftmént alleges 
that it finds that questionable secur- 
ities originally sold to the company 
by Mr. Sheldon have, year after year, 
passed through “wash sales,” and 
by this method have been concealed 
in the annual report. Speculative ac- 
counts have been maintained by Pres- 
ident Sheldon, according to Mr. Hotch- 
kiss, in at least one brokerage house, 
and the assets of the Phenix have 
been put up as collateral to cover 
his operations. 

His Salary Overdrawn. 

It is charged also that for several 
years the president’s salary account 
has been overdrawn, and now {s paid 
up in full to October 1, 1910.

|Congressman Mann, of Illmois, 


Introduces a Bill Which, It Is 
Believed, Will Check the Evil. 
Heavy Penalties Provided for 
the Slave Dealers.

Washington, December 6.—Suppres- 
sion of thé so-called “white slave 
traffic’ in women for illegal purposes, 
hag. become the slogan of an increas- 
ingly powerful international move- 
ment, to which President Taft has 
given much encouragement in his 
comments to those who have corsult- 
ed him on the subject. 

This fact gives new importance to 
the reintroduction by Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, of his bill, prescrib- 
ing drastic penalties for those con- 
‘victed of these practices. 

The bill would make it a crime for 
any person to aid, entice or force 
any female to go from one state to 
another for immoral purposes, with 
or without her consent, with a pen- 
alty of five years’ imprisonment or 
a $5,000 fine. If the girl is under 18, 
the penalty is ten years imprisonment 
and $10.000 fine. 

The bill also seeks to carry out 
the arrangement with foreign na- 
tions known as “the white slave traf- 
fic arrangement,” under which the 
keepers of immoral resorts are re- 
quired to make complete reports to 
the commissioner general of immi- 
gration.

MANY ARE IN CONTEMPT 
OF THE POLICE COURT 


There have been so many people 
who were summoned to appear before 
Recorder Broyles, and. who promised 
to do so and didn’t, that an effort is 
being made to secure an appropriation 
from council to employ a special offi- 
cer to Jook up the contempt cases. 

It is the practice with the police 
officers when a person is arrested to 
Go one of three things: To lock the 
prisoner up, to demand a cash collat- 
eral or to serve a copy of charges, 
which means to let the prisoner go on 
his own recognizance. It is the people 
who have been allowed to go on copies 
of charges that have been guilty of 
contempt. 

It is estimated that within the past

The salary 
was fixed at $85 a month. The paper 
was referred to the finance commit- 
tee.

There Are 700 Marines 
on Board the Cruiser. 


Admiral Kimball Is in Charge 
of the Expedition--The Trans- 
port Prairie Is Still Hard and 
Fast in the Mud on Pea Patch 
Island. 


Philadelphia, Pa., December 6.—The 
transport Dixie, with the 70 marines 
and all the ,equipment'§ transferred 
from the stranded transport Prairie, 
passed out to sea early today on her 
way to Central America. 

Admiral Kimball and 
who are bound for Colon, and may 
possibly be sent to Nicaragua, are 
three days behind the schedule set 
by the navy department. 

The failure of the Prairie to float 
off the mud flats of Pea Patch island 
in the Delaware river Saturday night 
promptéd the navy department to or- 
der the Dixie to go instead of the 
Prairie.

The 
work moved so rapidly that the Dixie 
was ready to sail shortly after sun- 
down, and proceeded down the river 
at 8:10 p. m. The Dixie had the tide 
with her and passed out to sea at 
1:30 a. m.

SEVERE ARRAIGNMENT OF GEORGIA LAW. 


ment by Judge Henry C. Hammond, of the Augusta circuit, in his recent 


address before the Atlanta Bar Association. 

So forcibly did he put the case, particularly with reference to conditions 
here in Georgia, regarding which The Constitution has long complainec and 
repeatedly urged reform and correction, that his argument, a synopsis o 
which appeared in Sunday’s Constitution, should be brought prominently to 
the attention of every lawyer in Georgia and each member: of the general 
assembly of the state. | 

Judge Hammond put the situation so plainly that it will be apparent to 
any layman how Georgia law, hedged about with the multiplied technicalities 
of judicial procedure, tends often to the defeat of justice. 

He cited a recent case from the Richmond county superior court which, 
upon appeal to the state supreme court, was thrown out because of some 
technical error in the method of bringing the appeal before the higher court— 
an error which in no sense affected or could affect the ultimate merits of the 
case. 
Judge Hammond’s figurative illustration, based upon this incident, will 
indicate the absurdity of some of our forms of judicial procedure: 


The litigants in this case, it may be said, brought to Atlanta a 
sealed box, placed it before the judges of the supreme court, asked 
them to open. it and to determine just precisely what it contained. 
“How did you bring: this box here?’ asked the court. ‘We brought 
it by way of the Central of Georgia railway,’’ was the complainant’s 
reply. “Therein ycu were wrong, replies the court; “you must go 
back to Augusta end bring your box here by way of the Georgia rail- 
road. True, your box is here before us, but we cannot look into it and 
wr da what it contains, because you brought it here by the wrong 
route 


Herein is substantially illustrated the history, in part, of many appeals 
brought to the higher courts. : 

And this is but one of many illustrations which Judge Hammond sub- 
mitted, tendi-.g to show how technicality in procedure delays and interferes 
with the judicial administration of justice. 

“Perhaps the greafest defect in our judicial procedure is that there 
exists no fixed stopping place,” Judge Hammond said. Litigants are 
stantly iured on and on to further effort, 
Lumpkin, who said in Carson vs. Fears, 91 Ga., 
write an opinion in a case which was actually in court when he was 12 
little child; a case in which another generation of litigants would probably 
participate before it reached final determination. 

Surely Georgia courts might easily have supplied the material for 
Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce. 

Doubly severe was Judge Hammond in his criticisms of the criminal 
law, whose hundreds of technicalities make thé defeat of justice a matter of 
comparative ease, especially when the criminal possesses means to employ 
the best legal talent; and here is where reform is most urgently needed for 
the better yrotectioh and safeguarding of society. . 

It is not too much to’say that the ‘pistol “toter,” the robber and the 
assassin are, frequently, like the mob, the indirect products of technicality in 
criminal law. 

If Judge Hammond is positive in his strictures upon law and procedure 
as they exist today, he is in no sense backward in placing responsibility for it, 
as will appear from his statement— 

“You all know that a fight for reform and advancement along these lines 
comes in tke judiciary committee and not before the legislature as a whole. 
AND THE GENERAL JUDICIARY COMMITTEE IS THE GRAVEYARD OF 
LEGAL REFORMS IN GEORGIA.”

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BOARD TO ELECT: 
WARD PHYSICIANS 


That Is What the Com- 
‘mittee of Health Board 
‘Will Recommend. 


The special committee from the 
board of health, appointed to investi- 
gate the system of ward physicians in 
the city, met yesterday afternoon in 
the office of Dr. Bernard Wolff, who 
is chairman. The full committee, con- 
sisting of Drs. W. L. Gilbert, W. BE. 
Quillian and J, H. Bradfield, was pres- 
ent. : 

The committee stated after the 
meeting that it found a great deal 
about the system of ward doctors that 
needed changing and that there were 
many abuses that could be bettered. 

The committee decided to hold a con- 


, ference with the mayor, who inaugur- 


ated the movement that led to the 
investigation, and this conference may 
be held today. 

It was the opinion of the committee 
that the general council should adopt 
an ordinance placing the election of 
ward physicians with the board of 
health so that body could receive re- 
ports and hold them responsible for 
the performance of duty. 

“We found,” stated Dr. Wolff, “that 
the system is badly in need of change, 
but we did not think it was necessary 
to go further in this just now be- 
cause the ward physicians have been 
elected for two years and their terms 
of office do not expire until July of 
next year, 1910, and there will be plen- 
ty of time to take the matter up later 
on. The abuses are many and achange 
is greatly to be desired. We will have 
a talk with the mayor and recommend 
that the ward physicians be elected by 
the health board. That is about all we 
can do at present. We will continue 
to investigate and gather data bear- 
ing upon the system so we can make 
a full’ and complete report to the 
board of health when it meets again.” 


| Letters From People 
Says No Need of New Party. 


Editor Constitution: Having mused 
over the recent articles of Mr. Watson, 
Jeffersonian democrat, and Mr. Albert 
Cox, old line whig, upon the reorgani- 
zation of the democratic party. I am 
tempted to submit a few remarks as a 
modern republican. Prior to the last 
national election I never failed to walk 
up to the polls and vote the demo- 
cratic ticket,. notwithstanding the can- 
didate and platform might not be ap- 
proved by me. Conditions being 
changed, however, 
last election to vote my convictions. 
I am convinced that if all men in Geor- 
gia had voted that day as they felt 
like doing, Mr. Taft would have car- 
ried the state. But they did not do it. 
If a reorganization of the democratic 
party will have the effect of inspiring 
men to vote their convictions, it will 
be a godsendd to the country-at-large 
and particularly to the south. 

But how a Jeffersonian democrat and 
an old whig are going to fie down to- 
gether in peace excites my curiosity. 
The whigs believed in a _ protective 
tariff, but were opposed to internal im- 
provements. Robert Toombs declared 
that the federal government had no 
right to appropriate money for the pur- 
pose, and 9pposed such federal expendi- 
tures as deepening the harbor at Bal- 
timore. Will the new party take this 
old whig construction? Mr. Cox says 
no tariff can be etacted upon the dem- 
ocratic theory of “revenue only” which 
would not be a protective measure. 
Of course, it cannot. Was it not at- 
tempted under Mr. Cleveland’s admin- 
istration in the Wilson bill? And was 
it not a failure? The truth is, the 
protective policy is the established 
doctrine of the American people, and 
the old revenue only principle of the 
democratic party is a fleshless skele- 
ton. It will hardly serve for one of 
the planks in tHe platform of the new 
party. 

The new party may very well agree 
upon state’s rights, as both the old whigs 
and democrats made a fetish of this 
doctrine. But the new party will be 
forced to declare what it means by 
state’s rights, for that doctrine, since 
the civil war, means an entirely dif- 
ferent thing to what it did before. Mr. 
Toombs declared in the senate that a 
state in the exercise of its sovereignty 
could lawfully establish polygamy. Can 
the new party carry the doctrine of 
state’s rights to this extent? Farther, 
shall a state, in the exerotse of its 
rights, be permitted to act so as to 
embroil the nation in a war with a 
foreign country? Shall such measures 
as the pure food law be enacted by the 
nation, or is it a usurpation of state’s 
rights, as some leading ‘democrats in- 
sisted when the bill was under consid- 
eration? Yet some of these very men 
supported the act conferring upon the 
federal government the right to take 
over the quarahtine powers of the 
state. | So where is theline ta be 
drawn up what is and what i8 not 
state’s rights? Strict construction of 
the constitution resulted in former days 
very greatly from fear of a strong 
central government. There is no such 
fear today among the pbusinéss men of 
the country. There never could be a 
king in the United States. The people 
know it and the farther we go for the 


revolution, the less fear we have of a/| 


national government, and the more 
complex our commercial relations, the 
more dependent we become upon such 
a government. The nation does things 
today with acclaim which would have 
been looked upon in earlier days as 
usurpation. Will the new party stand 
for this progress, or will they get to- 
gether the o]d bones, long since washed 
until they are not only white with 
wear, but decay? 

This is a new day and living issues 
should/‘control. I opine that for many 
years to come-there will be but two 
leading parties in this country. the re- 
publicans and democrats. If the dem- 
ocratic party can be reorganized, defi- 
nitely defining its positidn upon the 
tariff and upon state's rights, so as to 
make iés meaning clear and form a 
sharp distinction between it and the re- 
publican party upon’ these issues, a 
great service will be performed. Then 
if the business men, who, in private, as- 
sert their convictions that the repub- 
lican doctrines are best suited for this 
country, Will walk from under the fold 
where their prejudices have kept them, 
and join the ranks to which they be- 
long, we will have a new day in the 
south. We will have independence of 
thought ,and will again amount to 
something politically. Shall this day 
ever come, or will men continue to 
think one way and vote another? God 
speed the day when we shall be free 
men.

His suit is now in the supreme court 
upon appeal from the superior court 
of Chatam county, where the decision 
was favorable to his claim as against 
that of Commissioner. Joseph F. Gray, 
appointed by Governor Brown to suc- 
ceed him after he had been removed 
from office by vote of the legislature. 
It is expected argument upon this sult 
will take place the latter part of this 
week. 

The question was put to Mr. Me- 
Lendon after he had. been sworn as 
a witness to give his deposition in 
the case of S. B. Johnson vs. J. A. 
Perry, suit for damages for alleged 
libel, now pending in the United States 
court for the southern district of Geor- 
gia. 

Perry wrote a letter to Chairman 
McLendon taking exception to treat- 
ment accorded him by S. B. Johnson, 
a conductor on the Atlantic Coast Line 
ratiroad.. As the matter was one with 
which the commission could not well 
deal, Mr. McLendon forwarded a copy 
of the letter to the proper Coast Line 
official. The letter was pretty caus- 
tic, and made some severe charges 
against Johnson in particular, and 
ecnductors in general. 

About two months after he wrote 
the letter, Perry asked that it be re- 
turned to him, which was done, the 
Ccmmission retaining a copy. 

It was for the purpose of establish- 
ing the fact that Perry wrote this 
letter, and other matters connected 
with it that depositions were taken 
in the office of the railroad commis- 
sion from Mr. McLendon, Secretary 
Campbell Wallace and Rate Expert 
George F. Montgomery. The affida- 
vits are to be used in connection with 
the damage ‘suit which 
Johnson has brought against Mr. Per- 
ry in the United States court. 


Alexander’s Fee From State. 

Governor Brown yesterday paié 
Hon. Hooper Alexander from the state 
treasury the sum of $250, this being 
the balance of $500 which former Gov- 
ernor Hoke Smith had contracted to 
Mr. Alexander for appearing as 
for the state in the Georgia 
railroad tax: litigation, now before 
the supreme court of the United Statés, 
where it will be argued this week.

Governor Smith’s order § further 
stated that Mr. Alexander was to re- 
ceive no further fee in the case un- 
less it terminates favorably to the 
state, in which event he ts to receive 
a contingent fee to be fixed by the

Judge Hart Going to Washington. 

Attorney General John C. Hart will 
g0 to Washington this week, leaving 
probably tonight, for the purpose of 
appearing before the supreme court 
of the United States to argue the 
state’s side of the Georgia railroad 
tax case. He will be accompanied by 
Hon. Hooper Alexander, who was em- 
ployed as associate counsel’in the 
case by former Governor Smith. 


The state is contending in this case 


that the Georgia railroad's charter ex- 
empts none of its property from tax- 
ation; that it exempted only the stock 
of the corporation. The state also 
contends that the road’s franchise 
can, under no construction of the 
claim exemption from taxa- 
tion. 


New Georgia Laws, 

The volume of Georgia laws of 1909, 
which has just made its :ppearance, 
is about the largest yet published, 
containing a total of 1,620 pages. Of 
these only 190 pages are devoted to 
general laws or laws of general ap- 
plication, while the balance of 1,430 
pages is taken up with purely local 
laws, largely city and town charters 
and amendments to charters.

COSTLY DRINK OF LIQUOR 


AND COSTLY TROLLEY RIDE 


When a fellow pays $15.75 for one 
drink of corn liquor or $5.75 for one 
short ride on a trolley car, he is 
certainly paying high for what he 
gets. 

Yet, two fellows, who were ar- 
raigned in the police court yesterday 
morning did both of these things. 

Joe Davis, a negro, who has been 
working for the Southern Express 
company at the depot on Forsyth 
street, was caught taking a drink out 
of a jug of corn whisky which had 
been shipped to a customer in At- 
lanta. The Forsyth street express 
depot is devoted exclusively to the 
whisky business. Davis was arrest- 
ed for larceny, and he admitted to the 
recorder that he had taken just one 
drink. 

“But one drink is just as much steal- 
ing as if you took a whole barrel,” 
the recorder told him. 

Davis was fined $15.75, and that was 
what the one drink of liquor cost him. 

Charlie Jones, a dudish negro por- 


SS 


ter who works for a Peachtree store, 
took a ride on a Capitol avenue trol- 
ley car. He occupied the half of a 
rear seat, while a negro woman oc- 
cupied the half of the opposite rear 
seat. The car was .crowded and five 
or six white men had to stand up. 
The conductor requested Jones to 
take the seat beside the negro wom- 
an. Jones refused to do so, and he 
was arrested. 

Jones had a lawyer to defend him 
in the police court, and the position 
was taken that as Jones occupied a 
rear seat he was carrying out the 
rules of the company, which makes 
negroes seat from the rear, and the 
whites from the front, and that the 
conductor had no legal right to make 
him move and sit by the negro 
woman. 

Recorder Broyles said it was the 
civic duty of negroes to double up on 
the trolley cars to give seats to white 
passengers, and the duty of white 
passengers to do the same thing for 
the negroes. He fined the prisoner 
$5.75, and that was what one trolley 
ride cost Jones.

SALARY RAISES 


WERE HELD UP 


Council Wants to Fully 
Digest the Question. 


Ordinance Introduced Creating 
Office of Chief of Construc- 
tion at a Salary of $4,000 a 
Year --- New Alderman’ Was 
Sworn In. | 


The question of changing the sala- 
ries of certain city officials was taken 
up by the general council yesterday 
afternoon and laid over until the next 
meeting in order that members could 


obtain copies of «the various ordi- 
nances, resolutions and amendments. 
The salary committee recommended 
eertain changes in the regular annual 
salary ordinance for next year. 
Alderman Everett and Councilman 
Hilburn introduced a resolution rais- 
ing the salaries of all officials in the 
fire, police, water, sanitary and pub- 
lic works .department $5 a month, 
provided they were not now receiving 
as much as $100 a month. 

Councilmen Minor, Chambers and 
Smith introduced an ordinance to in- 
crease the wages of all firemen, po- 
licemen, sanitary inspectors and water- 
works employees and public works em- 
ployees $10 a month, provided that no 
salary went over $100 a month. 

Alderman Pittman offered an amend- 
ment to the report of the salary com- 
mittee to increase the salary of the 
plumbing inspector from $1,500 to $1,- 
§00 a year. : 

Against All Salary Raises. 

Alderman Hancock offered a reso- 
lution that stated, “whereas the city 
limits had been extended and a great 
deal additianal money would be need- 
ed for the departments of police, fire, 
sanitary, schools, waterworks and 
public works and whereas the bond 
election might be affected by any 
raise in salaries, therefore be it re- 
solved that the salary of no city em- 
ployee now employed, or who will be 
be employed next year, be increased 
during the year 1910.” ‘ 

All the papers bearing on the salary 
question were held up, as stated, 

The salary committee introduced an 
ordinance creating the office of chief 
of construction, to take the place of 
the two offices of city engineer and 
commissioner of public warks, as pro- 
vided by a charter amendment and 
fixing the salary of such officer at 
$4,000 a year. The ordinance also 
provided for heads of departments to 
be appointed by the chief of construc- 
ticn on sewers, streets, sidewalks, re- 
pairs and stockade. It declared that 
no person should be eligible to the 
office of chief of construction who 
was not a civil engineer of ten years’ 
experience. Action on ihe ordinance 
was postponed two weeks. 

New Alderman Swora In. 

Alderman Charles H. Kelley, from 
the second ward, was sworn in by 
the mayor. 

The report from the committee on 
John Taylor's case was adopted. 
The report stated that the Grady hos- 
pital had not violated any rule in re- 
fusing to admit Taylor. 

Under a resolution from Councilman 
Spratling the police board was author- 
ized to use $700 of its expense fund 
to employ additional policemen during 
the holidays. 

A resolution offered by Alderman 
Grant gave a vote of thanks to tha 
building committee of the Auditori- 
um-Armory Company for the able and 
economical manner in which it had 
erected the building for thé city. Al- 
derman Pomeroy threw whole hand- 
fuls of houquets at the committee. 

The committee on public buildings 
and grounds reported that no bids 
lad been received for the bricks in 
the buildings on the old waterworks 
site at Lakewood, and further time 
was granted. 

The same committee reported that 
the lake at Lakewood was being 
drained and that the lessee had been 
forbidden to cut down any of the 
shade trees.

Only 20 White Children Un- 
able to Read and Write. 


Jackson, Ga., December  6.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Sixteen of Butts coumty’s twen- 
ty-odd schools are now open for the 
fall and winter term. The attendance 
is uniformly good and good work is 
being done in all the schools. County 
School “ Commissioner C, S. Maddox 
states that more college men are at 
the head of the county’s schools than 
ever before.

Complaint is -coming from pedes- 
trians about the fast running of au- 
tos on Whitehall street, between Al- 
abama and Mitchell streets, and on 
the Whitehall street viaduct.

CASES ON CERTIFICATE

the right of railroad companies to 
discriminate in the distribution of 
cars among coal mines. 

There was a disagreement in both 
cases in the courts below, and evident 
anxiety to have the supreme court 
take them in hand in advance of their 
determination by the trial courts. The 
higher court decided that to do this 
would be equivalent to its assuming 
original jurisdiction.

Supreme Court to Review 
the Contempt Cases. 


The Sentence of Gompers, Mor- 
rison and Mitchell Will Be 
Gone Into, and Also the En- 
tire Record in the Boycott 
Cases. 


Washington, December 6.—The su- 
preme court of the’ United States to- 
day granted the petition for a writ of 
certiorari in the contempt cases of 
Samuel Gompérs, Frank Morrison and 
John Mitchell, officers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. The effect 
of the decision will be to bring the 
entire record in the Buck’s Stove and 
Range case against these men to the 
supreme court for review. 

Messrs, Gompers, Morrison and 

Mitchell, who were present in court, 
did not at first seem to comprehend 
the announcement, but when J. H. Ral- 
ston, their counsel, imparted its pur- 
port to them, their faces 
wreathed in smiles. They immediately 
filed out of the court room. 
Before the supreme court of the 
United States tomorrow, attorneys for 
the American Federation of Labor 
will ask to have dismissed the origi- 
nal anti-boycott injunction issued by 
Judge Gould in the now famous Buck’s 
Stove and Range Company case. Sam- 
uel Gompers; John Mitchell and Frank 
Morrison, the officers of the federa- 
tion, who are now under a eontempt of 
court sentence for violating the in- 
junction, are also parties to the ap- 
peal. 

This move, in short, puts it up to 
the supreme court of the United States 
to decide if the American [TFederation 
of Labor boycott of the Buck’s Stove 
and Range Company in its official 
organ, The Federationist, was a law- 
ful procedure. The court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia has held 
that it was not, and with some modi- 
fications has sustained Judge Gould’s 
injunction. 

The Buck’s Stove and Range Com- 
pany has already filed an appéal to 
the supreme court of the United States 
against the modifications, claiming 
the original injunction has been se 
altered as to be practically of no use 
for the purpose for which it was 
scught. The American Federation of 
Labor now, in its appeal, will argue 
that no injunction should have been 
issued in the first court and asks for 
a complete dismissal. In Jega) par- 
lance this is called a cross appeal.

‘One Cause of Dullness Was 
Big Reduction of Outstand- 
ing Short Interest. 


New ‘York, December 6.—Hesitation

The volume of business passing dur- 
ing the past week has been only mod- 
erate and chiefly in the way of eve- 
ning up accounts, few traders caring 
to increase their lines on either side 
of the market until something whi,sh 
can be considered authoritative and 
unprejudiced has appeared which will 
decide at least to the satisfaction of 
the general public which of the wide- 
ly divergent views regarding the size 
of the crop has the greater probability 
of proving correct.

FROST IN ARGENTINA | 
MADE WHEAT ADVANCE 


Final Quotations at 
Showed Gains of One Cent 
to One and Five-Eighths. 


Chieago,. December .6.—Reports of 
frost in Argentina caused a sharp ad- 
Vance in wheat prices here today, final 
quotations showing net gains of I cent 
to 1% cents. Corn, oats and provisions 
also scored substantial gains. 

The crop scare from Argentina in- 
jected a vast amount of bullish en- 
thusiasm ‘into tradimg in the wheat 
pit ahout the middle of the season, al- 
though the market earlier in the day 
had displayed moderate. firmness. 

Early advices from Argentina had 
told of a return of wet weather, which 
would delay harvesting, and this, to- 
gether with firm cables, had inspired 
considdrable covering by shorts during 
the first hour. The- liberality of 
world’s shipments, the movement for 
the week being about 3,000,000 bushels 
in excess of the figures for the cor- 
responding period a year ago, had a 
tendency to Hold buyers in check early 
in the day. Demand for the December 
and May deliveries was about equally 
urgent during the last half of the 
session. The former month ranged be- 
tween $1.06@$1.07%, while May sold 
between $1.06@$1.07%. The market 
closed strong at almost the top, De- 
cember being at $1.97% and May at 
$1.073. 

The corn market displayed remark- 
able strength considering the material 
drop in temperature over the corn 
belt. Despite increased receipts here, 
cash houses and shorts were active 
bidders for corn nearly all day and 
sentiment in the pit was bullish from 
prt to finish. The market closed
